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Mot Air In Elections— 


In a cloud of dust—or maybe it 
was just hot air—the rival polit- 
ical parties got off to a good start 
last week when the official start- 
ing gun was fired for the big pres- 
idential election race. It was Jack- 
son day. 

Throughout the nation democra- 
tic groups got together for a little 
enthusiastic back slapping, a little 
campaign planning, and a little 
listening to the president’s speech 
from Washington. 

At the same time there were 
numerous republican meetings for 
the same purpose, only they didn’t 
have their radios turned on. 

It is too bad that politicians 
make it so difficult for the voters 
by raising such clouds of steam. 
Even when we know what we 
want, we have scarcely a chance 
to find it because of all the camou- 
flage. Exaggeration does it, and 
nobody believes the exaggeration. 
But try to tell that to a politic- 
ian. 

Witness, for example, some state- 
ments made at the rival sendoff 
parties here in California. Said a 
republican leader: ‘If Roosevelt is 
not defeated in November every- 
thing will be wrack and ruin.” 
Said a democrat leader: “It was 
said of the kings of France that 
they died but never learned. It is 
so with the republican party.” 

That is all very fine for the 
voter who is “dyed in the wool.” 
But all the fireworks does make it 
difficult for the man who is really 
trying to understand which party 
will do what he, the voter, thinks 
is best for the nation.

Beware of the Twister— 

This cannot be too often re- 


peated: Beware of the life insur- 
ance “twister.” 

The “twister” is an irresponsible 
agent who seeks to persuade the 
owner of a life insurance policy to 
give it up, and purchase a new 
one in some other company. Every 
legitimate life insurance company 
fights the twister. Insurance com- 
missions are likewise on his trail. 
But it seems impossible to put him 
out of business—unless the public 
consciousness is awakened to the 
menace he represents. 

The soul of life insurance is the 
time element. Such essential bene- 
fits of a life policy as loan and 
cash surrender values necessarily 
grow, with time, as more payments 
on the policy are made. When you 
drop a policy you lose benefits you 
have built up over a period of 
years, and it will take many more 
years to build up comparable bene- 
fits in a new policy. 

Further, the cost of production 
naturally increases as you grow 
older—and the annual premium on 
a policy you buy today must be 
greater than on the same kind of 
policy bought five, ten or twenty 
years ago. The life insurance 
“twister” hides _ these truths 
through misrepresentation, suave 
and misleading arguments, and 
often, plain lying. 

When a “twister” approaches 
you, report him to his company 
or to the one in which you have 
a policy now, and you will be do- 
ing a public service. In effect, he 
is as much a thief as the man who 
steals your pocketbook.

Firm Operating 
Non-Union Here 


The cleaners and dyers’ union 
here and organized labor in general 
are strictly opposed to the cut-rate 
methods used by the non-union 
Moss cleaners and dyers, Economy 
cleaners and dyers, or better known 
as the General cleaners. 

These cleaning and dyeing firms 
operate in the city of Oakland on 
the cut-rate system, paying a very 
low wage to their employes and 
working many more hours weekly 
than firms operating on a union 
basis. 

When cut-rate methods are used 
it is impossible for union condi- 
tions to exist; cut-rate prices 
means low wages for the employes; 
cut-rate prices means a long work 
week under sweat shop conditions. 
Fair minded people of Oakland and 
vicinity are asked to help eliminate 
these conditions by 
all support from cleaning and 
dyeing establishments that use the 
“cut-rate” system. American em- 
ployers and American workmen 
cannot exist under peon wages and 
conditions. 

Pickets will be used in front of 
all cleaning and dyeing places of 
business notifying the public of the 
un-American conditions that pre- 
vail in these places.

Neither will police in-| 
terfere in any peaceful _ strike, | 
either on behalf of labor or em-| 
ployer.

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Labor Here Is Strictly Opposed To 
Electing Judges for Life Terms 


The following resolution was adopted by the Central Labor 
and Building Trades Councils of Alameda county in regular sessions 
held this week and transmitted to all labor unions affiliated with 
both councils: 

Whereas, The voters of the stute of California did, by their 
vote, add section 25 to Article Vi of the constitution, and which 
was an initiative proposition, presented at the election held on 
November 6, 1934, by the Commonwealth club of San Francisco; 
and 

Whereas, By such change it is provided that said section shall 
not become operative until affirined or ratifiéd by a majority of 
the voters of each county, except Los Angeles county, which is 
covered by a special constitutional amendment; and 

Whereas, Said new section provides in subsistence that here- 
after no judge of the superior eourt within this county shall have 
any opposition and in the event of a vacancy the same shall be 
filled by appointment by the governor of the state of California 
and confirmed by the chief justice of the supreme court, a presiding 
justice of the appellate court within this district and the attorney- 
general of California; and 

Whereas, Such a change in our organic law has not been 
demanded by the people of this county and if adopted would deny 
to the voters the right to participate, directly, in the nomination 
and election of members of one of the most important branches 
of our government; and 

Whereas, A move is on foot among certain interests to cause 
said proposition to be submitted to the people of this county at 
the May presidential primaries; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Central Labor Council and Building Trades 
Council of Alameda county as follows: 

(1) That these bodies are unalterably opposed to such a change 
in our system of selecting judges of the superior court in Alameda 
county. That this conclusion is reached, viewed from the stand- 
point of the whole people and net any particular part thereof. It 
is our opinion that this is of vital importance to the entire voting 
public whether they be members of organized labor or not. 

(2) That such a change will remove government just that much 
further from the people, tend towards centralization in govern- 
ment and deny the principle, so thoroughly imbedded in our gov- 
ernment, namely, that all political power is inherent in the people. 

(3) That such a change will not make judges more honest 
or efficient but will, as has been stated, “merely transfer the pol- 
itics from the bailiwick of the candidate, where he is best known, 
to the state capitol, where the usual group of the governor’s ad- 
visors will decide who are to be the people’s judges.” 

(4) The people of Alameda county have at all times shown care 
and prudence in the selection of their judges, as the record will 
prove. Not alone have such men as William H. Waste, now chief 
justice of the supreme court, Henry A. Melvin, former member of 
the supreme court, Joseph S. Koford, former member of appellate 
court and Homer R. Spence, present member of the appellate 
court been elected and re-elected to the office of judge of the 
superior court of Alameda county in the past, but, in addition, 


| 
most of the present members hive been continually re-elected to 


the same office. 

(5) Such a change, as proposed, presupposes that the people are 
fools or incompetent to select the judges to this most important 
branch of our government. Time has shown, however, that this 
has not been so and the proposition in question is an outright in- 
sult to the voters and taxpayers of the county of Alameda. 

(6) According to the plan, the commission which confirms an 
appointment is made up of the chief justice of the supreme court, 
a presiding justice of the appellate court and the attorney-general 
and the governor does the appointing. It would appear that the 
people have suflicient ability to elect the attorney-general and 
the governor, the one who confirms the appointment and the other 
who actually makes the appointment, but when it comes to nom- 
inating and selecting superior judges directly, the voting public are 
suddenly fools, incompetent or unable to think. 

(7) This organization is of the opinion that this is still a gov- 
ernment “of the the people, by the people and for the people” and 
should not be a government of only four of the people, by four of 
the people and for certain political and vested and special interests 
who appear determined to put this proposition over on the people 
of Alameda county. 

(8) Our government is, primarily, one of majorities and not 
minorities. When four men shall select our judges, rather than 
the whole people choose them, then, indeed, the minority would 
be the people, and, strange as it may seem, the majority, composed 
of four persons clothed with appointive powers, would be king. 
This would be a sad reflection upon a government for which our 
forefathers fought, died and bled in the hope that we, 
should rule. 

(9) That the people of Alameda county, irrespective of party, 
creed, labor affiliations or otherwise, should awaken before too 
late and defeat such a proposition if or when it is e 
to them.

| (Which ? Tax Labor? Or 


| The following remarkable state- 
ment on taxation was made in a 
book. The Theory of Human Prog- 
ression, in 1850, by Patrick Edward 
Dove, A Scotch nobleman and land- 
owner. 

“Let it be observed that labor is 
essentially private property. It has 
a value, and the land has no more 
than a value. 


“Let it also be observed that the 
land is not essentially private prop- 
erty, and that naturally one man 
has as much right to land as an- 
other. 


“Labor on the one hand, and 
land on the other, are susceptible 
of taxation. 

“The privileged classes, in the 
earlier stages of society, had all the 
land and all the labor. The lord 
was the lord not only of the land, 
but of the labor of those who were 
{engaged in the useful arts of in- 
| dustry. In the course of time the 
serfs obtained a small portion of 
their rights, and towns were 
formed where the citizen could 
j carry on their labor with a cer- 
tain degree of advantage to them- 
selves, and with a certain degree 
of emancipation from the licentious 
will of the lord. Taxation could 
consequently be on the land of the 
lord, or on the labor of the towns- 
man, for all the townsman’s cap- 
ital was originally the produce of 
his labor. 

“Let it be observed that when the 
land is taxed, no man is taxed; for 
the land produces, according to the 
law of the creator, more than the 
value of the labor expended on it,

and on this account men are willing 
to pay a rent for land. But when 
the privileged classes had monop- 
olized the land, they called it theirs 
in the same sense in which labor is 
supposed to belong to the laborer; 
and, although the absurdity of the 
proposition is sufficiently appar- 
ent, the laborer was glad enough 
to escape with even a small portion 
of his liberty, and to rejoice that 
he could call his life and his fam- 
ily his own.” 

“But then the lords of the land 
were the rulers and the makers 
of the laws, and the imposers of 
taxation, (in California they gave 
us the Riley-Stewart act and the 
sales tax) and it was not reason- 
able to suppose that they should 
tax the land. The king required 
money, and various persons about 
kings in all ages require money, 
and of course the only choice in 
the matter of taxation is between 
labor and land. 


“To tax labor, then, became a 
matter of the most palpable nec- 
essity, and those who have been 
divested of almost every single 
particle of earth or sea that could 
be of any benefit to them, must also 
be made to bear the burdens of the 
state, and to pay for the support of 
a government that was of little use 
to the community, and that only 
existed by the right of the strong- 
est, or the consent of superstitu- 
tion. 

“The principle of taxing labor is 
only a remnant of the serfdom of 
the darker ages, and it has been 
continued in this country by the in- 
genious device of what are termed 
indirect taxes, by which labor is 
taxed although the laborer is only 
} made acquainted with the fact by 
the distress that periodically op- 
| presses him.” 

“The man who is poisoned with- 
out his knowledge does not die the 
less certainly for his ignorance, and 
| the people who are taxed do not 
suffer the less because the taxes

So wrote a man 86 years ago, 
who while of the privileged class of 
that day, lived truth more than 
class. What he wrote states clearly 
and well the basic tax problem of 
California and America today. 
Truth only is eternal. While titles 
are not yet stylish in America as 
yet; while we call taxes by names 
new in history; yet the land barons 
continue to rob the people of their 
produce; they continue to rob both 
labor and capital.

Department of Labor Statistician 
To Continue “Company Union” 
Studies. 


Protests by employers who re- 


sented the union” 


pose published a few months ago 
by the U. S. department of labor 
will have no effect on the depart- 
ment’s studies in 1936, Isador Lu- 
bin, chief of the bureau of labor 
statistics, said recently. 

In a report to Secretary of La- 
bor Frances Perkins, Lubin de- 
clared that he will continue the 
study of “employer-employe rela- 
tionships.” As the “company un- 
ion” leopard cannot change its 
spots, its picture in the 1936 re. 
ports is not likely to be any more 
flattering than it was in 1935. 

Lubin also revealed that Uncle 
Sam’s labor statisticans will make 
a series of studies of wage and 
working conditions in individual in- 
dustries, instead of reporting condi- 
tions in industry as a whole, as has 
been done in the past. Such a spot- 
light will scarcely be welcomed by 
bosses who are paying low wages 
for long hours.
